llach contention arose over the nomination oi Louis D. Bran- 


d«s to the supreme-court. We wonder if history will repeat itself 
oo » four times opportunity. Before his seeood term expires Presi- 
dent Wilson will, in the ordinary course of events, have three and, 
prohibly four appointments to make of supreme court judges. 


Of the present members of the supreme court Justice Holmes 


*•! born in 1S41, Justice McKenna in 1643 and Justice White in 
18*5 
The years are telling heavily upon all three, and it is likely 


Iher will take advantage of the age clause and retire within the 
«*t.fonr years. Besides. Justice Day, aged 65, is in very poor 
le»lth and "his early retirement is looked for. 


This situation clearly illustrates the vast power entrusted to the 


president, more, possibly, than it was ever esteemed possible Jie 


ronld be called npon to exercise, to actually change the personnel 
and' character of the supreme court. For thai will be, should con- 
tingencies mention occur, what Woodrow Wilson will have done 
wken he completes his executive service in 1821. Three members of 
the orart nave already been designated by him, and the four vacan- 
ciea mentioned occurring trill make seven appointments by him, with 
tie court consisting of nine judges. None will question that in the 
highest honor and to his best judgment the president will exercise 
this vast power,' hut at the same time there is an accentuation that 
itt presentation ought to make clear the fact that men of less mature 
years, than has been the rale, should be chosen for the supreme bench. 


THE TALES THAT ARE TOLD 


Newspapers are much decried these days for the quality of the 


news they retail, but they are not «o much to'blame. News concerns 
individuals, mostly, arid if the average individual isn't what he 
rtionia be and does often the things he should not do.and his fellow- 
Men like to read about him and his misdeeds, that is not, exaetly 
Ihe fault or the responsibility of the newspaper. 


" Neither is it true that news is altogether evil. Sometimes there 


is an equal mixture of both. For example the belated intelligence 
that drifts out of Abyssinia of a revolution that has taken place 
there within the year. The newspaper account thereof, carried by 
the way at the cost of a good many dollars, unfolds the interesting 
fact that Abyssinia, isolated by mountains and deserts, is the one 
bright spot in darkest Africa, the most ancient Christian eountry 
in the world. It was over religion the revolution started, and the 
cross 'achieved victory over the crescent, llore singular still the 
leader of the revolution was a woman, who sought the overthrow 
•f her son.

the efforts of both Mohammedan and Christian to subjugate his 
country, died, no one knows exactly when, he was succeeded by his 
irrandson, Lidq Jeasu. This callow youth of 20 was so "smart" he 
apostacized from the faith of his fathers and sought to make the no- 
tion adopt iloslemism. His mother, the dowager-queen, Ouizero 
-Zeoditn, rebelled, overthrew him on the country's great plain, and 
now herself sits on the throne of her father, Mcnclik The Great.

FATHER TAKES A HAND 


THE POWER OF THE PRESIDENT 


Much contention arose over the nomination of Louis D. Bran- 


,lt.is to the supreme court. 
AVe wonder if history will repeat itself 


on a four times opportunity. Before his sedond term expires Presi- 
dent Wilson will, in the ordinary course of events, have three and, 


obably, four appointments to make of supreme court judges. 


Of the present members of the supreme court Justice Holmes 


lias born in ISiJr Justice MeKenna in 1813 and Justice'AVhite in 
1J15. The years .ire telling heavily upon all three and it is likely 
they will take advantage of the a^e clause and retire within the 
next four years. Besides, Justice Day, aged 6S, is in very poor 
health and his early retirement is looked for. 


This situation clearly illustrates the vast power entrusted to the 


pn-ideut, more, possibly, than it was ever esteemed possible he 
would be called upon lo exercise, to actually change the personnel 
and character of the supreme court. For that will be should con- 
tingencies mention occur, what AYoodrow Wilson will have done 
when he completes his executive service in 1821. 
Three members of 


the court have already been designated by him, and the four vacan- 
cies mentioned occurring will make seven appointments by him, with 
tli!1 court consisting of nine judges. None will question that in the 
highest honor and to his best judgment the president will exercise 
this \ast power, but at the same time there is an accentuation that 
its presentation ought to make clear the fact that men of less mature 
years, than has been the rule, should be chosen for the supreme bench. 


THE TALES THAT, ARE TOLD 


Newspapers are much decried these days for the quality of thi> 


news they retail, but they are not so much to blame. News concerns 
individuals, mostly, and if the average individual isn't what he 
should be and'does often the things he should not do and his fellow- 
inen like to read about him and his misdeeds, that is not exactly 
the fault or the responsibility of"the newspaper. 


Neither is it true that news is altogether evil. .Sometimes there 


is an equal mixture of'both. For example the belated intelligence 
that drifts out of Abyssinia of a revolution that has taken place 
there within the year. The newspaper account thereof, carried by 
the way at the cost of a good many dollars, unfolds the interesting 
fact that Abyssinia, isolated-by mountains ami deserts, is the one 
bright spot in darkest Africa, the mosl ancient Christian country 
in the .world. It was over religion the revolution started, and the 
cross achieved victory over the crescent.: More singular still the 
K-adcr of'the revolution was a woman, who solicit the overthrow 
of her son. 


AVhen the grim, grfzzily old emperor, Jlcnelik, who had resisted 


the efforts of both Slohaminedim and Christian to subjugate his 
country, died, no one knows exactly when,:he was succeeded by his 
grandson, Lidq Jeasu. This callow youth of 20 was so "smart" he 
aposlacizcd from the faith of his fathers and sought to make the.iia- 
tion adopt Moslemism. His mother, the dowager-queen, Ouizero 
Xeodiln, rebelled, overthrew him on the country's great plain, and 
now herself sits on tlie throne of her. father, Jlenelik The Great. ^
